The Washington Post, in an editorial, 


demands the ambassador's recall in the 
interest of a consistent British policy. 
The great obstacle heretofore in se- 
curing a hearing- from Great Britain 
on the Vene/.uelan subject has been 
due, 
it is said, to onr inability to con- 


vince the British foreign ottice that we 
were in earnest, and that it was not a 
harmless demand growing out of the 
exigencies of our local politics.

Bayard is that he appears to take the 
British view of the message, when i< 
is important that Great Britain should 
understand the president is in earnest 


The story has been current in diplo- 


matic circles for the last year that Mr 
Bayard had determined to reside in 
England after the expiration of his 
term, and might seek, like Stanley, to 
enter parliament.

United States Consul Otto Doeder- 


lein, at Leipcte, Germany, has made a 
report to the-stete department upon the 
•working of electric plows, which are 
coming into use to some extent in that 
country. From the cousul's descrip- 
tion of the electric plow, it is difficult 
to understand just \v here the economy 
in its use to be found. That it could 
or would ever be made available in this 
country is doubtful. To plow by elec- 
tricity, with, the machines in use in 
Germany, would be regarded here as too 
complicated and expensive a work to re-v 
ceive much favor. 
There are three 


pieces of machinery that go to moke 
up the electrical pfow, to say nothing 
of the chains, anchors and cable car- 
riages necessary in its use. 


First, a steam stationary engine, or 


"locomobile," to furnish power to the

dynamo; second, the dynamo, which 
furnishes the electric current to the 
motor, which is attached to the plow, 
making the third piece of machinery. 
The power is transmitted to the motor 


y two copper wires or cables, which, 
eing mounted on cable carriages, fol- 
ow the plow about. But there is yet 
nother thing necessary, and that is the 
pplication of the power ot the motor 
o the plow itself. This is accomplished 
y a chain stretched across the field 
n a line with the fun»w, and held 
aut by triple ground anchors. 
The 


jjchor sliof tof the motor sets in motion 
n double spur wheel, which, in turn, 
rives a pinioned shaft, which grips 
he chain, and so pulls the plow along-. 
On reaching the end of the chain the 
•low is tilted to the other Bide, and the 
imple reversal of tbe current seta the 
ilow in motion in the opposite direc- 
ion. In returning it deposits the chain 
ideways ready for the next row of fur- 
ows. A laborer, by turning a lever, 
raws up tbe three ground anchors. 


and, by this simple action, sets the trav- 
ling wheels affixed to the anchor axles 
n motion, so that the anchors are eas- 
ly moved to the next furrow. 


The plow is fitted with two, three 


or four shares, according to the scale 
if husbandry in which it is used. Form- 
ng on a large scale requires a four- 
liare plow and heavier machinery. 
The flrst cost of an electric plow, 


vith four shares, is as follows: Cost of 
stationary steam engine complete, 40 
to 45 horse-power, $3,094; dynamo ma- 
:hine, including foundations and driv- 
ng belte, to produce 33,000 watts per 
lour,$1,190; electricconduits, complete, 
.86 miles in length, $1,190; motor and 
>lowing gear, $2,060; chain and anchors, 
1210; total coat of an electric plow, 
$7,744. 


The amount of work that can be done 


with a four-share plow in a day of ten 
hours is gi\en as four square hectares, 
a little less that nine acres. To work 
the machine requires one engineer, one 
driver, one man to attend the chain 
and anchors, and two boys to attend 
he cable carriages. 
It will bo seen from the above that 


electricity in plowing is not likely to 
secome popular in this country. The 
first cost of the machinery alone would 


prohibitory.

The advocates in this country of cre- 
ating dead bodies will be somewhat 


encouraged by the reports that come 
From Paris of the number of incinera- 
tions that took place there during the 
first four months of 1895. The number 
of incinerations that occur, either in 
accordance with a previous request of 
the person whose body is disposed of 
or at the instance of the represents 
tives, increases every year with great 
regularity, though not rapidly. Areord- 
ng to the statistics published by the 
prefect of police, the number of ere 
mations that took place nt the l*e.rc 
Lacluuse cemetery from August, 188D, 
to the end of April, 1893, were an fol- 
lows: 1889, 49; 1890,121; 1891,134; 1892. 
159; 1893, 180; 1894. 216. and 1895 (four 
months), 75.

In tbe contrivance 
devised by M. Fichet the body IB con 
suraed by hot air alone and does not 
corae into contact with pases. Accoid 
ing to this'methofl. incineration takes 
place a little more rapidly than in thi 
Toisoul furnace, but the expense i 
greater by nearly a quarter as much.-

HER KITCHEN IN SPAIN. 


The Ideal Creation of a Busy New 


York Houaewifa. 


Persons Who Contemplate 


Haute or Remodeling mn Old OM Can 


Get Valuable Blot* from Thto 


Clever Woman* 


My ideal kitchen, seen as yet only in 


my mind's eye, is about 18 feet square; 
the floor is of birch, doors and win- 
dow frames of spruce, other woodwork 
of Georgia pine, all oiled and shel- 
lacked. The sides of the room are ceiled 
with the pine to a height of four feet; 
the remaining space is covered with pa- 
per and border of a cheerful, creamy 
complexion. The windows have one 
pane to a sash. On the north side of the 
room, one foot from the east end, is a 
porcelain-lined sink, to the left of 
which, of the same width and heig-ht, 
extends a bench sue feet long, to be 
used when wiping dishes, cleaning 
lamps, preparing vegetables, or in IOC 
other ways; at the right a similar 
bench fills up the foot of space between 
the sink and the wall and on this are 
]<opt soap dish, washing1 powder, big 
dipper, and drinking glass, while two 
feet above it is a narrow shelf for lamps 
and the matchbox. The space beneath 
the sink and narrow bench is open, 
with 4i nail at either end forthe^Mipim 
and wire dish-drainer, respectively. J 
shall also keep a high stool there for 
the benefit of the dishwasher when she 
feels inclined to sit down to her work. 
The space under the long bench is filled 
with two rows of drawers, four in each 
row, wherein will be kept kitchen and 
cooking materials too numerous ta 
mention. A windmill pumps the wa- 
ter that comes'through a pipe into the 
house, the faucet being over the sink. 
Above the faucet, high enough so thai, 
it need never be spattered, is a half 
window; on this side, also, is an out- 
side door opening on to a piazza, where 
in summer I can sit to shell peas or 
pure apples, and enjoy at the same 
time the "view" and the fresh air.

dining-room andtccllar doors. Further 
along is a stand with a drawer in it, on 
which is a good oil stove with oven, and 
also a small, one-wick stove; beyond 
the stand is the door lead ing upstairs. 


On the south su!e of the room are two 


windows with plants in them, and an 
outside door, which, being opposite the 
north door, will insure me.a fine breeze 
through in summer. Uctween the win- 
dows is a rather light pine table with 
leaves, to supplement the bench in time 
of need. Above the table nre a calen- 
dar and a small rack for the book or 
paper I wish handy when I have a spare 
minute; above the rack is a small shelf 
to accommodate a. clock with a gentle 
voice. 


The we«t side of the room has a win- 


dow on «ach side of the chimney, and 
th« very best range there is on the mar- 
ket, with a copper tank'for heating 
water, shelves on the funnel, a rack for 
drying dishcloths and towels and a 
nicliei-plated teakettle.

It frequently 
happen* that some of them introduce 
themselves into the cavities of the jelly- 
fish and are then visible from the ex- 
terior, crtving to the transparency of 
the host.

the medusae, but at the least alarm im- 
mediately returns with great rapidity
